Gladiolus  should  be  planted  in  garden  and  cultivated 
like  any  other  garden  crops.  For  best  results,  plant  4 
to  6 inches  apart  in  rows  and  from  4 to  5 inches  deep. 
Plant  May  15  and  every  two  weeks  thereafter  for  a con- 
tinuous bloom.
